dared to wed another has caused Charles S. Thompson, vice prin- 
cipal of the Livermore High School, to disappear just as he was 
to have been married to Miss Alma V. Hand, the daughter of Mrs. 
V. Hand of 1528 Sherman street, Alameda. Thompson has been 
missing for more than a week and detectives have been unable to 
obtain a clew as to his whereabouts. It is said by some that he 
has committed suicide, while others hold to the theory that he is in 
hiding in his hunting grounds in the Santa Cruz mountains. 
The 


wedding of Charles S. Thompson and Miss Alma V. Hand was to 
have been celebrated tomorrow evening, but notifications of an in- 
definite postponement of the wedding have been sent to the friends 
of botH parties. It has been settled beyond any question that there 
is a mysterious woman in the case and it was her threats of death 
to Thompson that caused him to disappear. Miss Hand is pros- 
trated over the disappearance of her intended husband.

now known that he has made every effort 
to break with "the woman in the case" 
but was unsuccessful. 


She was so Infatuated with him that 


she threatened to make Miss Hand a 
widow, In the event of her marrying 
"Thompson.. 


Thompson's condition on the -day of 


his disappearance was that of a man la- 
boring under a great mental rather than 
physical distress.^ 


He was nervous and distressed, and MI 


at ease, and his mind was not on his 
work. 


It 
Is thought that this story of. the 


ptomaine poisoning was a clev*erly con- 
cocted "tale to account ' for the nervous 
distress he could not conceal from all who 
came in contact with him on his last day 
at Livermore. 


Two theories are advanced as to his 


whereabouts. 
One is that he has com- 


mitted suicide—which is hardly tenable 
to those who know him well, and the 
other. Is that he left the train at NIlcs 
and proceeded in a roundabout way to 
the vicinity of Boulder creek, where he 
is known to have an old hunting shack 
in the wilds of the Santa Cruz mountains.

Democratic caucus as in violation of the spirit of the Constitution 
lays down a true principle, but its adoption by the Senate will have 
no binding force and effect. The Senate cannot prevent the Demo- 
crats from boycotting one of their number for refusing to surrender 
his conscience and convictions at the bidding of the caucus. The 
alternative the Democrats submitted to the Colorado Senator was 
obeying the rule of the caucus or being treated as a party outcast. 
Certainly the framers of the Constitution never contemplated such 
coercion as Senator Patterson has been subjected to. It 
is the 


theory of our government that a Senator represents his State as an 
autonomous political division—not a party or a fraction of the in- 
habitants of the State. 
It requires a two thirds vote to ratify a 


treaty. If such coercive methods as have been attempted with the 
Senator from Colorado are permissible the ratification of a treaty 
may be prevented by one fourth of the members of the Senate. At 
present the Upper House consists of ninety members, requiring, on 
a full vote, the affirmative of sixty Senators to validate a treaty. 
The Democrats have thirty-three members at present in the Senate, 
and twenty-two of these (if the rule imposed on Senator Patterson 
be adhered to) can prevent ratification, even though sixty-eight 
Senators be personally in favor of it. This is an absurd proposi- 
tion, and is plainly subversive of the spirit of the Constitution, not 
only as regards the individual freedom and responsibility of Sena- 
tors, but as regards the action of the Senate collectively. It is evi- 
dent that the action of the Democratic caucus is intended to in- 
crease to an unreasonable and improper degree the power of a 
majority of the minority. "While it is an action that the law can- 
not prevent, it is one that public opinion should reprobate as contrary 
to the spirit of representative government and an infringement of 
the rights of majorities.

The spectacle of Senators Perkins and Flint and Con- 
gressman Knowland trying to undo what Congressman McKinlay 
had done is a trifle comic, however, although it has its serious side 
to some people. It is not ahvays good policy to gratify political 
revenges, even when the grievance is a just one. 


As the Fool Dieth. 


A few da} s ago a young man in San Francisco committed 


suicide because he had failed to achieve the ambition of his life. 
He longed to be a famous author, and being disappointed in his 
hope of becoming a celebrated writer, he turned on the gas and 
made obituary copy for the newspapers. He was twenty-two years 
old! 


Fancy a man deeming life a failure at twenty-two! What 


must have been this poor boy's conception of fame and literary 
genius when he thought he should have become renowned as an 
•author before the beard had hardly grown on his chin. Evidently 
he failed to grasp the fact which escapes so many, that literature is 
an exacting and toilsome profession; that its rewards comes late as 
a rule, and are frequently delayed till the author is in his tomb; and 
that literary style, critical judgment, the habit of observation and 
the close application which trains faculties come after and not be- 
fore men are t\\cnty-t\vo. In other words, he thought literary 
stars we're created by magazine editors and book publishers and do 
not create themselves by the quality of the work they turn out 


The pathetic death of this misguided >oung man was in a sense 


due to an all too prevalent delusion in this country, viz.: that fame 
can be gained by short cuts without being earned; that literary 
talent in"particular is a matter of shrewd advertising and the favor 
'of publishers. The influence of this corrupting idea is to be seen 
on every hand—in >oung men who wish to get a university educa- 
tion without studying, in men who seek to manage a business before 
they have ma-.tcrcd- its rudiments. In every newspaper office in 
the'land the fresh >oiing person who wants to be an editor before 
he has learned to \\rite up and measure the news \alue of a dog 
fight is a familiar caller. Men who control great industrial enter- 
prises ha\e learned to shudder at the person who applies for respon- 
sible positions on the strength of family, financial or political in- 
fluence without taking heed of talents, industry or natural aptitude. 


Not one in ten thousand of those who reach a coveted goal by 


short cut succeed in holding their positions. The writer who is 
given an ephemeral notoriety by lavish advertising 
and special 


favor never survives in the public memory. 
Literary genius is 


something that cannot be faked. 
It is a sacred fire that can be 


kindled by nobody, but lights itself in the breast of him in whom it 
burns, but unlcss'it is fed by study and industry and a true love of 
art it flickers, smoulders and finally dies out. The parable of the 
servant who buried his talent applies to thousands who imagine 
they can get literary fame without winning it, without doing any- 
thing worth the attention of mankind, without employing the abili- 
ties "nature gave in creating things that will delight the human 
understanding. 


A great author at twenty-two! Wht author achieved fame at 


that age? While Shakespeare was living a dozen men in England 
.far outranked him in literary genius in popular estimation, yet 
they are hardly remembered today. Ben Jonson lives largely in 


.hakespeare's epitaph 
In counting the stars in the firmament of 


letters, we finxl few indeed who did not do their ripest work and 
earn their most lasting fame after they had passed into middle age. 
They did not suicide at twent\-two. At that age Mark Twain was 
pcarcely- deemed worth a beggarly salary as a roustabout reporter. 
Jut he'worked, strove and persevered, and at seventy is one of the 
..-Grid's foremost men of letters. How much would mankind have 
fiost had he turned on the gas because fame did not come to him in 
advance of performance? 


Open Washington street. This' is something that should t»e 


done promptly, both as a matter of public convenience and a needed 
improvement to the city. And there appears to be no valid reason 
why it should not be done, particularly as it can be done without 
a dollar of expense to the taxpayers. 
The merchants and property 


owners on Washington street offer to pay all the expense of re- 
moving the City Hall to the west of its present site and to defray the 
cost of paving, curbing and sidewalking the 
thoroughfare 
from 


Fourteenth street to San Pablo avenue. Surely, this is a most lib- 
eral and public spirited offer. 
Certainly Washington street can 


never be opened at a more opportune time or on terms more ad- 
vantageous to the city. So far as we have observed, no one has y«t 
raised a valid objection why it should not be done.x 


COLLEGE SPORT AND "TRAINING." 


It is wrong to put anyone in training at any time, to create a 


physiologic cardiac enlargement which remains to plague him in 
after life, but to place the /growing boy under this regimen is noth- 
ing short of criminal. No college sport should require "training," 
no matter how much practice is needed, and no game should single 
out a few very abnormal men. Sports are necessary parts of youth- 
ful life, the essentials of a child's education, indeed, and every one 
must take part in them to educate the nerves—not to deaden them. 
Games are normal only when they cultivate perceptions to accuracy 
and quickness, but never should they put the tissues to their 
maximum allowable strain. The only use of the 
present game 


seems to be to afford relxation to those on the grand stand—pale 
faced boys who should be at some game themselves instead of root- 
ing for the beef of the college. The gambling and commercialism 
do not concern the medical side of the matter, but are features hav- 
ing a distinctly pernicious psychologic effect upon boys at the very 
age they can be most injured. We hope that these dreadful Har- 
vard revelations will be the final argument to convince educators 
and college faculties that they must wake up to their duty to regu- 
late sport. Play of animals and children is really a means of edu- 
cating or exercising other parts of the nervous system than the 
mere memory, which seems to be the main thing drilled in our 
college youths. If some play is beneficial—and there does not seem 
to be any doubt on that point—then it must be utilized and en- 
couragdd for every student, and not so utterly ignored and allowed 
to degenerate to a form which is injurious.—American Medical 
Magazine.

itable sisters were equal to the task 


It was literallj religion bv machinerj 
Phonographs, tjpewriters automobiles, trolley cars 
telephones—all 


were us»d regularlv in this strictlj twentieth century revival 
But chiefest of all the factors that counted were 


the four sisters perhaps the first quartet in the Mstory of religion who attemped such a task. 


It started when the Christian Church denomination resolved to Increase its membership 
Thanks to the four Netz sisters it has been the greatest religious awakening that ever swept Pittsburg 


First of all phonographs in charge of evangelists were placed on the busy street corners of the cltv, 
and 
soul- 


winning songs sung by the Netz sisters drew the crowds to the vailous churches whei;e the meetings were being 
held and to the noonday gathering^ w here busv office people assembled 


Fa<*t automobiles were used to w Mrl the sisters from one church to another 
vvnere 
simultaneous meetings 


were being held 
The sight o£ them flvlng through the streets drew crowds everywhere 
The gift of a Bible to 


everv Inciuirei and convert exhausted editions of the sacred book and compelled book-sellers to send post haste 
to New York xnd Chicago for fresh supplies 
An era of religious practices was put in force that astounded mem- 


bers of other denominations 


Besides these four joung women there were engaged in this religious awakening forty-three of the best- 


known evangelists of the country, each of whom had an evangelist singer 
On the closing day of the revival, 


4000 church rrembers and 2000 converts sat In a crowded theater and partook of the Lord's Supper, while eighty 
deacons of the church assisted at the solemn sacrament.

NEW YORK. Feb. 
6.—The 
Italian 


Government has just contributed a sub- 
sidy of $20,000 a year for an Italian labor 
exchange in New York. This is part of 
an organized attempt by Italian citizens 
of the United States, combined with the. 


authorities at home, to beat the 


padrone system and keep the Italians 
from piling up in New York. The ex- 
change will be incorporated under the 
laws of New York State by Italian citi- 
zens, and probably will be in working 
order by next summer when the great 
crush of Immigrants comes. 
Last year the Italian Immigrant com- 
mission sent Chevalier Rossi, a labor ex- 
pert, to study conditions in the United 
States. 
He traveled all over the coun- 


try, 
paying special 
attention 
to 
the 
South and the Far West. 
He reported immigrants were the prey 
of padrones, who let them out In bulk 
at small wages to railroad companies 
and contractors. He joined with a com- 
mittee of Italian-Americans In recom- 
mending the bureau. 
According to present plans, the ex- 
change will be Incorporated by a number 
of Italian merchants, bankers and pro- 
fessional men. It will make connections 
with employers of labor In the West and 
South, and will see that wages are fair 
and conditions good. It will try to in- 
duce all Immigrants landing at the Bat- 
tery to work with the exchange rather 
than with the padrones. 
More 
especially 
the 
exchange will 
work to start immigrants into farming 
for themselves. For this work and for 
the work of obtaining employment no 
fees will be charged. 


Over fifty residents and taxpayers . of

Harry S. Jones for injuries received by 
being run over by a train in Idaho. Unit- 
ed States Circuit Judge William B. Gil- 
bert wrote the opinion for the Court of 
Appeals, reversing the judgment of the 
Idaho court and directing that judgment 
bo given for the railroad company on 
the ground that Jones himself was negli- 
gent and was directly responsible for the 
accident of which he was the victim. 


Jones was walking 
on 
the 
railroad 


track, seven miles long, from Wallace to 
Burke, in Shoshone county, Idaho, and 
was run over by a train from the rear 
and seriously injured. 
This portion of 


L the railroad track was us«d by t.U| peo- 
( pie who dwelt along the waysidw as a 


wagon road and footpath owing to the 
fact that there was no good county or 
other public or private road near 
at 


hand. It was in evidence that the rail- 
road company permitted this use and 
that Jones was not a trespasser. The fol- 
lowing extracts from the opinion show 
how the Federal Court views the subject 
of con tributary negligence:
